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NOTICE OF NON-RESPONSIVE AMENDMENT 

The amendment filed September 9, 2005 is considered non-responsive as it 
contains several deficiencies. 

1 . The first deficiency is that the Listing of Claims (pages 2-9) and the Remarks 
(pages 10-14) indicate an incorrect Application Number in the upper right-hand of the 
pages. The incorrect Application No. is 09/891 ,945. The correct Application No. is 
09/841,219. 

2. The second issue is the Listing of Claims and the status identifiers beginning on 
page 2 are not consistent with the Applicant's Remarks on page 10 regarding the 
canceled claims and the currently pending claims. The Listing of Claims indicates 
claims 2, 3, 8-20, 27 and 34-55 as canceled and claims 1,4-7, 21-26 and 28-33 as 
currently pending. The Remarks indicate claims 2, 3, 8-21 , 28, 35-55 as canceled and 
claims 1 , 4-7, 22-27 and 29-34 as currently pending. Examiner also notes that in the 
Final Office Action the status of the claims were as follows: claims 2, 3, 8-21 , 28 and 35- 
56 were canceled and claims 1 , 4-7, 22-27 and 29-34 were pending. Accordingly, there 
is no consistency as to the status of the claims in the Response, making it unclear what 
claims Applicant intends to be canceled and what claims to be pending. 

3. The third issue is that beginning from claim 21 in the current Listing of Claims, 
the claims are not the same as the claims examined in the Final Office Action. It 
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appears that the claims were inadvertently misnumbered making the claims be offset by 
one. For example, claim 21 in the current Listing of Claims is the same as claim 22 
examined in the Final Office Action; current claim 22 is the same as claim 23 from the 
Final Office Action; claim 56 is completely missing from the current Listing of Claims, 
etc.
